Mr. Lincoln's face was thin, and 
his features were large. His hair 
was black, his eyebrows heavy, his 
forehead square and well-developed. 
His complexion was dark and quite 
sallow. His smile was something 
most lovely. I have never seen a 
woman's smile that approached it in 
its engaging quality ; nor have I ever 
seen another face which would light 
up as Mr. Lincoln's did when some- 
thing touched his heart or amused 
him 

I have heard it said that he was 
ungainly, that his step was awkward. 
He never impressed me as being 
awkward. In the first place, there 
was such a charm and beauty about 
his expression, such good humor 
and friendly spirit looking from his 
eye, that when you were near him, 
you never, thought whether he was 
awkward or graceful ; you thought 
of nothing execpt, What a kindly 
character tbis man has ! Then, too, 
there was such shrewdness in his 
kindly features that one did not care 
to criticize him. His maimer was 
always dignified, and even if he had 
done an awkward thing the diguity 
of his character and manner would 
have made it seem graceful and be- 
coming. 

The great quality of his appear- 
ance was benevolence and benignity : 
the wish to do somebody some good 
if he could ; and yet there was no 
flabby philanthrophy about Abra- 
ham Lincoln He was all solid, 
hard, keen intelligence, combined 
with goodness Indeed, the expres- 
sion of his face and of his bearing, 
which impressed one most, after bis 
Dignity, was his 
intelligent understanding. You felt 
that here was a man who 
through things, who understood, 
and vou ies[>ected him accordingly. 

His rugged face was full of ten- 
derness as be spoke, and of wistful- 
ness — wist fulness of a tired man for 
the sweets of simple living. — Ladies'

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Extracting snake venom is a 

ticklish and precarious work, 1 
for the experienced expert. It 
always savors not alone of danger, 
but death, and death from snake- 
bite is excruciating agony. 

Venomous reptiles are divided 
into two great classes, those whose 
poison disorganizes the blood corpus- 
cles and paralyzes the heart — the 
East India snakes belong to this 
class — and the second da<m, whose 
poision affects tbe nervous system 
and paralyzes tbe heart — 'be rattle 
snake, of which there are thirteen 
vaiieties; the copperhead and the 
moccasin, are representatives of this 
elnss. In this country there is onl} 7 
one speoies of the E ist India en 
the harlequin snake, found in Flor- 
ida and the gulf states The bite 
of the Florida harlequin isextieme 
ly poisonous 

In India alone there are over 
20,000 deaths from snakebite iu a 
single year. The majority of the 
inhabitants are of fatalistic belief, 
which discourages all experiment* 
tion or any benefit which might 
acerue thereupon. 

However, there has been 8> 
reseaich accomplished there along 
this line. The French have pushed 
the woik, because of their color 
in India ami China. 

In the United States the Ro* 
feller Institute for Medical Re 
search has experimented widely 
with all sorts and kinds of \ 
omous serpents, but mostly with 
raitlesnake, whose bite is danger 
ous iu proportion to his size. 

As far as can be ascertained, the 
serum treatment has been suc< 
ful whenever it has been promptly 
<ted lo. Furthermoie, it has 
been proved that when small d 
of snake poison are administered to 
a person, at stated intervals, that 
individual will eventually becomo 
immune to snake-bite. The gi 
difficulty in the serum treatment is 
that to be elective the serum must 
be prepared fiom the particular 
species of snake which did the bit- 
ing. 

Another curious fact, and one not 
g# terafly known, is the recurrent 
symptom of snakebite on or about 
the anniversary of a bite. The 
victim of a snakebite may have 
them ing symptoms for ten or

On Friday evening, Pehnrary 4b, 
Dr. E A Fay delivered an im* 
pressive and instinctive lecture 
upon the life and writings of Ralph 
Waldo Emerson. With b 
vigorous signs and his descriptive 
power, he managed to fill old Chapel 
Hall with a tiuly Emersonian at- 
mosphere, and inspired in his audi- 
ence a desire to read for themselves 
the works of that great leader of 
American letters. 

Dr. Fay related some interesting 
anecdotes concerning Emerson*s 
youthful stiuggles He described 
his strong convictions with regard 
to religion and sociology, and his 
struggle to acquire that knowledge 
he longed to possess He dwelt with 
great feeling upon the meeting 
between Carlyle and Emerson, who 
had had journeyed over the seas, 
from the new world, "in search of 
a wise man." 

In one part of his lecture, the 
venerable Doctor told of a meeting 
between himself ami Emerson, 
which occurred only fifty-five years 
ago ! At that time, he (Dr.. Fay)
